Of Publick Reading of the Holy Scriptares. 


HE Scriptures are 

Sermons out of the 
Mouth of God, being 
dictated by his holy Spi- 
rit ; for the Reading of 
which to the People for 
their Conviction. and 
Inſtruction, there is a 
peculiar Command of 
God; and where this 
Ordinaace 1s duely ob- 
ſerved, they are ſure of 
the Word of Lite.' Dr. 
Kiig of the Inventions of 
AMen in the Worſhip of 
God, P. 74, tO 75. 

It appertaineth to the 
Ofhice of a Deacon in 
the Church, to read ho- 
ly Scriptures and Ho- 
milies 1n the Congrega- 
tion, and to preach if 
he be admitted thereto _ 
by--2# 
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All the Canonical 
Books of the Old and 
New Teſtament, (but 


none of thoſe which are 


commonly called Apo- 
crypha) ſhall be pub- 
lickly read 1in the vul- 
gar Tongue, out of the 
beſt allowed Tranſlati- 
on, diſtinctly, that all 
may hear aad under- 
ſtand. 


How large a Portion 
ſhall be read at once, is 
lett to the Wiſdom of 
the Miniſter; but it is 
convenient, that ordi- 
narily, one Chapter of 
each Teſtament be read 
at every meeting”; and 
Jometimes more, where 
the Chapters be jhort, 
or the Coherence of 
Matter requireth it. 

It is requilite that all 
the Canonical Books be 
xeadl over in Order, that

Aud accordingly our 
Miniſters are expreſly

riage. 

Before that Publica- 
tion of ſuch their Pur- 
poſe (if the Parties be
